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Story  of  Cass  County,  Illinois 

Located  in  the  west  central  part  of  tbe  ^'rairie  estate  and  front- 
ing on  the  Illinois  River,  Cass  County  is  not  only  a  leading  Illinois 
agricultural  county  but  a  region  long  famed  for  its  river  lore  and 
activity  and  for  its  associations  with  '^resident  Abrab£ir'  Lincoln.  It 
was  in  the  county's  principal  city,  Beardstown,  that  wincoln  success- 
fully defended  "Duff"  Armstrong  on  a  rurder  charge.  Since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  twentieth  century,  Beardstown  has  been  widely  knokvn  for 
its  annual  fish  fry  and  carnival  wee':,  an  event  that  usually  attracts 
thousands  of  visitors  froiT'  all  parts  of  Illinois. 

Another  characteristic  of  the  county  that  lures  visitors  of  a 
different  type  is  the  great  abundance  o±  ducks  each  fall  season,  tI- 
grating  southward  along  the  county's  western  border.  Cass  County  is 
said  to  be  the  center  of  one  of  the  best  duck-huating  regions  in  the 
Upper  Mississippi  Valley.  Vihen  the  season  is  open,  hunters  froiv  all 
parts  of  the  Prairie  State  are  attracted  to  the  riarshes  and  bays  of 
the  Illinois  River  country  and  Beardstown  becomes  something  of  a 
hunter's  capitol. 

Under  Three  Flags 

First  white  rren  to  view  the  future  site  of  Cass  County  were,  of 
course,  the  French  explorers.  Father  I-iarquette  and  Louis  Jolliet. 
After  having  discovered  the  Upper  Mississippi  River  in  1673,  they 
were  returning  to  i  ontreal  by  way  of  the  Illinois  River  when  they 
passed  the  place  where  afterwards  the  city  of  Beardstown  was  built  and 
saw  land  that  becare  Cass  County,  Thereafter,  what  was  then  a  vast 
wilderness  region  in  mid-Ar.erica  became  known  as  i-ew  France. 

One  hundred  years  later,  after  the  close  of  the  French  and  In- 
dian \vars,  this  great  domain  came  into  the  possession  of  the  British. 
But  by  that  time  the  thirteen  colonies  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  had 
been  long  established.  Then  came  the  Ai,?erican  Revolution  of  1775-17S3. 
After  George  Rogers  Clark  and  his  handful  of  backwoodsmen  captured 
key  British  posts  in  Illinois  and  Indiana,  the  new  American  flag  was 
for  the  first  time  raised  over  what  is  now  the  eastern  half  of  the 
Midwest. 

There  followed  the  formation  of  the  Morthwest  Territory,  out  of 
which  were  later  carved  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  ,,ichi- 
gan,  Wisconsin  and  part  of  Minnesota.  lAhen  the  Territory  of  Illinois 
was  created  in  1809,  future  Cass  County  was  part  of  St.  Clair  County, 
then  in  1812  it  became  part  of  "ladison  County.  Three  years  after 
Illinois  was  admitted  to  statehood  (1818),  what  is  now  Cass  County 
was  attached  to  newly-organized  Sangamon  County.  Then,  in  1823,  it 


became  part  of    another  new   county,    Morgan.    And   here    it   remained 
until  Cass  County  was  created  in  1837. 

First  Settler 

On  record  as  the  first  white  settler  of  what  is  now  Cass  County 
is  bili  Cox,  who  is  believed  to  have  arrived  in  the  region  about  L'^16. 
He  settled  near  a  large  grove  of  trees  and  on  a  creek  that  later  was 
naxned  after  him.  Today,  Cox  Creek  ireanders  through  parts  of  Kewirans- 
ville  and  Panther  Creek  townships.  After  staking  out  a  claiiri  on  his 
first  arrival,  Eli  Cox  left  the  region  temporarily  and  returned  in 
1819,  at  which  time  he  built  a  log  cabin  and  laid  out  a  farri.  l.e 
continued  to  live  in  this  area  until  his  death   in   1881. 

Beard' s   Ferry 

It  was  in  1819  that  Thomas  Beard,  who  originally  came  frorr  ,>iew 
York  state,  arrived  at  the  future  site  of  Leardstown  and  thus  be- 
came not  only  that  city's  first  settler  but  its  founder.  At  the  time 
of  his  arrival  a  number  of  Indian  wigwams,  as  well  as  several  hilly 
relics  of  the  prehistoric  mound  builders,  existed  at  the  place.  Hot 
long  afterwards,  however,  what  few  Indians  rerained  bad  departed  west- 
ward and  thus  left   the  region  open  for  white  settlerrent. 

Seeing  the  future  advantages  of  the  site,  Thomas'  Beard  decided 
to  settle  there  and  soon  built  himself  a  log  cabin.  Soon,  too,  he  was 
operating  a  ferry  here,  having  obtained  a  license  to  do  so  from  the 
authorities  in  Schuyler  County,  just  across  the  Illinois  Kiver.  In 
time  the  place  became  known  as  Beard's  Ferry.  Some  historians  claim 
this  was  the  first  ferry  on   the  Illinois  Kiver. 

"jMy  reason  for  choosing  this  location,  "  wrote  Beard  to  relatives 
in  New  York  state,  "is  on  account  of  its  being  a  valuable  site  for  a 
town  and  a  ferry."  Thus  it  was  that  Thomas  Beard  early  drear ed  of  a 
town  at  the  place  where  he  was  operating  a  ferry  boat  on  the  Illinois 
fiiver. 

Beardstown    is    Founded 

In  the  letter  to  his  Eastern  relatives,  Thomas  Beard  added: "The 
country  is  settling  fast."  And  so  it  was.  In  fact,  newcomers  were 
arriving  in  such  numbers  that  Beard  decided  to  lose  no  time  in  plat- 
ting a  townsite  at  his  location  on  the  Illinois  fiiver.  And  so  we 
find  h'm,  in  association  with  Enoch  March,  acquiring  parcels  of  land 
from  government  as  early  as   1826. 

It  rfas  on  September  9,  1829,  that  Thomas  Beard  and  Enoch  .March 
laid  out  the  original  town  of  Beardstown.  What  name  they  gave  it  is 
not  known,  but  those  who  bought  the  first  lots  there  soon  were  cal- 
ling it  Beardstown.  In  1830,  Thomas  Beard  wrote  another  letter  to 
his  Eastern  relatives,  saying:  "I  am  still  keeping  ferry  and  a  pub- 
lic house.  A  part  of  my  land  I  laid  out  in  town  lots,  and  the  people 
have  given  me   the  honor  of  calling  the  new  town  by  my  name." 

Beard  added:  "The  place  is  improving.  There  are  three  new  stores 
and  a  very  extensive  steam  mill,  capable  of  manufacturing  from  fifty 
to  seventy-five  barrels  per  day.    Also  a  saw  mill  and  a  distillery 
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attached.  I  am  now  engaged  in  building  a  two-story  and  a  hall  brie!: 
house,  33x43  feet.  This  building  prevented  ay  coming  home  last  fall, 
as  I  intended.  My  iron  constitution  still  holds  good,  though  ex- 
posed to  every  hardship." 

Although  Thomas  Beard's  "iron  constitution"  held  good  for  some 
twenty  years  after  he  wrote  the  above  letter,  it  finally  was  under- 
mined  by  an   attack  of   typhoid   fever.    He   died   in  1849.    By  that   time, 

however,    Thomas   Beard    had   seen    his   dream    realized   a  bustling 

river  town  at  the  place  where  once  stood  his  lonely  log  cabin.  And 
not  only  that,  but  his  town  was  then  the  county  seat  of  a  new  Illi- 
nois county,    one  named  after  General  Lewis   Cass. 

Virginia  Platted 

If  Beardstown  was  founded  before  Cass  County  came  into  exist- 
ence, so  also  was  the  town  of  Virginia.  Today,  Virginia  is  the  county 
seat  of  Cass  and  has  a  population  of  1,572.  It  was  platted  in  1S36  by 
Dr.  Henry  A.  Kail,  who,  after  serving  as  a  surgeon  in  the  British 
Navy,  came  to  America  and  joined  the  great  westward  migration  of  the 
time.  He  arrived  in  future  Cass  County  by  way  of  the  Ohio,  I'lississippi 
and  Illinois  rivers. 

Cass    County    is    Organized 

Such  a  large  number  of  newcoir;ers  had  settled  in  the  region  by 
1837  that  a  demand  was  made  for  the  creation  of  a  new  county  out  of 
what  was  then  the  north  portion  of  Morgan  County.  Among  those  who 
led  in  this  demand  were  Thomas  Beard  and  Dr.  Henry  Hall.  After  the 
proper  petitions  were  filed  for  such  action,  the  Illinois  state  leg- 
islature enacted  a  law  for  the  creation  of  a  new  county  out  of  the 
northern  half  of  jMorgan  County.  And  thus  it  was  that  Cass  County 
came  into  being,  the  bill  for  its  creation  having  been  signed  by 
Governor  Joseph  L.  Duncan  oa  March  3,  1837.  Its  western  boundary  was 
fixed  at  the  Illinois  River  and  its  northern  boundary  at  the  Sang- 
amon i<iver two  of  Illinois'   most   historic  streams.    The  enabling 

act  designated  Beardstown  as  the  seat  of  justice  for  the  new  county. 

General    Lewis    Cass 

The  new  county  was  naifed  after  General  Lewis  Cass,  who  at  that 
time  was  serving  as  United  States  minister  to  France  but  who  had 
earlier  distinguished  himself  as  territorial  governor  of  Michigan 
and  as  Secretary  of  l^ar  in  the  cabinet  of  President  Jackson.  After 
serving  as  a  general  in  the  Vrar  of  1812,  Lewis  Cass  was  named  governor 
of  Michigan  Territory  and  in  this  role  signed  more  than  twenty  trea- 
ties with  Indian  tribes,  all  of  which  brought  vast  tracts  of  land 
into  the  government  domain.  He  later  was  elected  a  United  States 
senator,  and  in  1848  he  received  the  Democratic  nor'ination  for  Presi- 
dent. Although  defeated  by  Buchanan,  General  Cass  was  appointed  Sec- 
retary of  State  in  the  cabinet  of  his  successful  rival.  The  general 
died   in  1866  at  the  age  of  eighty-four. 

First  Election 

At  Cass  County's  first  election,  held  August  6,  1837,  the  fol- 
lowing  three  men  were  named  county  commissioners  Joshua  E.    Crow, 


Afos  iioniiy  and  George  F.  Killer.  Ctbers  elected  to  office  were  John 
S.  hilbourn,  probate  justice;  r,.  B.  Ihorpson,  recorder;  Leiron  Plas- 
ters, sheriff;  Thomas  Viilbourn,  treasurer;  John  Vi.  r^ratt,  county 
clerk;      nilliam   Holcies,    county  surveyor;    and  lialsey  Sritb,    coroner. 

Virginia    Pjecomes    County   Seat 

Although  Beardstown  was  the  county's  first  seat  of  justice,  it 
lost  this  title  in  1839  to  the  village  of  Virginia.  In  that  year  Cr. 
Henry  F.all,  founder  of  Virginia,  donated  iitteen  acres  to  the  ccurity 
and   froir   the   sale  of  which    the   county  obtained   funds   to   build   a 

courthouse    a   donation    that    Beardstown    had   thus    far   failed   to 

offer,    fehen   a   courthouse  was    built    in    Virginia   the   county's 

first   late    in   1S39,    all   county   records  were   coved    to   it    fr^r 

Beardstown  and  here  the  county's  business  was  transacted  until  iS4c. 
In  that  year,  Beardstown  again  becac.e  county  seat,  a  title  it  was  to 
hold  until  1872,  when  Virginia  once  more  was  designated  county  seat 
a  title  it   retains  to  the  present  day. 

Abe    Lincoln    and    "Duff"    Armstrong 

Still  standing  in  Beardstown  today,  and  now  that  city's  rost 
historic  landmark,  is  Cass  County's  second  courthouse,  built  in  1845 
after  Beardstown  again  became  county  seat.  A  two-story  edifice  oi 
red  brick,  standing  opposite  the  city's  'uolic  Square,  this  build- 
ing was  the  scene  of  the  famous  "Duff"  Armstrong  murder  trial  of 
1858,  a  legal  case  in  which  Abrahair.  Lincoln  served  as  the  defending 
lawyer. 

Lincoln  entered  the  case  not  only  because  he  knew  Armstrong  was 
innocent  of  the  murder  charge  but  also  because  of  Arr.strong's  r  other. 
Aunt  Hannah  Armstrong,  a  kindly  woman  who  had  befriended  Lincoln  in 
his  earlier  .  ew  iSalem  days.  \»hen  Lincoln  proved,  by  means  of  an  al- 
irianac,  that  the  moon  was  not  shining  brightly  on  the  night  of  the 
murder,  thus  refuting  tne  testimony  oi  the  state's  principal  wit- 
ness, young  Armstrong  was  acquitted  of  the  murder  charge  and  his 
lawyer  won  another  legal  victory  that  added  to   his  fame  in  Illinois. 

Incidentally,    at    the   outbreak    of    the    Civil  \\&t    three    years 
later.    Duff  Armstrong   enlisted   in   the   Union   ranks   and  served  until 
1S62.     In    that    year   be   became   seriously    ill,    and  when   his   mother 
wrote  a   letter   to   ^resident  Lincoln   telling   of   the  -olight   of   her 
son,    the   chief  executive  ordered   his   release   fror   the   nrry.    An  old 
county  historical  work  says  of  Armstrong:    "ne  was  an  honorable   citi- 
zen  of   Cass   County  and  lived  a   sober,    industrious   life,    dying  at 
Ashland,    this  county,    on  Hay  5,    1809." 

Old    Harris    House 

It  was  in  1872  tnat  John  H.  Harris,  pioneer  land  agent  of  the 
Illinois  River  country  and  one  of  the  organizers  and  a  oresident  of 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Beardstown,  acquired  the  old  Sturtevant 
house   at   the   southeast   corner  of   the   Public   Square   in   Beardstown 

a  move   that   preserved  for  posterity  one  of   the  r^ost  distinctive 

architectural  landmarks  of  the  city.  Originally  built  in  1852  by 
Christopher  C.  Sturtevant,  early  settler,  this  dwelling  is  unique 
today  for  its   fanciful  New  Orleans-style   grillwork  a  decorative 


feature  that  was  added  to  the  house  in  the  iS60's  by  a  r.'ississippi 
River  steamboat  skipper,  Captain  Charles  S.  hbaugh.  It  was  Ebaugh 
who  sold  the  house  to  John  H.  Harris,  and  it  was  one  of  the  latter' s 
daughters,  Mrs.  Eobert  i^urr  Glen,  who  afterwards  maintained  the  house 
in  good  repair  and  made   it  an  historic  landmark. 

Annual    Fish    Fry 

If  Beardstown  is  widely  known  as  one  of  the  oldest  of  Illinois 
River  towns,  it  is  also  widely  celebrated  for  its  annual  fish  fry,  a 
folk  festival  that  attracts  thousands  of  visitors  each  July  to  the 
central  Illinois  city.  It  was  more  than  sixty  years  ago  that  the 
first  Beardstown  fish  fry  was  started  by  a  local  innkeeper,  and  since 
then  the  event  has  grown  steadily  in  popularity.  la  iicre  recent  years 
this   gay  festival  was  sponsored  by  local  posts  of  the  Arerican  Legion. 

Great  Flood   of    '22 

Although  Beardstown  has  been  the  scene  of  several  serious  floods 
during  its  century-long  existence,  none  were  as  devastating  as  the 
Great  Flood  of  '22.  In  the  spring  of  1022  the  waters  of  the  Illiucis 
Kiver  rose  to  a  height  of  twenty  feet,  bro^e  through  the  levees,  sub- 
merged practically  all  of  Beardstown,  and  spread  out  to  form  a  lake 
nearly  twenty  miles  wide.  Since  then,  no  flood  has  disturbed  the 
city,  due  mainly  to  a  huge  cement  sea  wall,  twenty-nine  feet  high, 
which  was    constructed  after  the   i'J22  disaster, 

Cass    County   Today 

Cn   the   basis   of    the   latest    United   States   census   figures, Cass 

County    in   1950    had   a  total  population  of   15,0.J7 a  figure  which 

ranks  it  l,S26th  among  the  3,103  counties  of  the  United  States.  Its 
'^)rincipal  city,  Beardstown,  had  a  population  of  6,080.  Occupying  a 
land  area  of  370  square  miles,  the  county's  density  of  population 
was  41  persons  per  square  mile. 

Cf  the  county's  total  population,  fi,080  inhabitants  were  classi- 
fied as  urban  dwellers  (all  of  whom  lived  in  Beardstown),  4,  S65  v.'ere 
classified  as  rural  non-farm  residents,  and  4,  Lo2  as  rural  farm 
dwellers.  There  were  1,4S1  babies  under  five  years  of  age  in  the 
county  in  1950,  and  1,900  persons  sixty-five  years  old  and  over; 
the  median  age  of  the  county  was  given  as  33.0  years.  At  that  time 
there  were  3,842  potential  voters  in  the  county. 

Under  the  heading  of  vital  statistics,  315  babies  were  born  that 
year,  lfc.9  deaths  occurred  (including  thirteen  babies),  and  L70  mar- 
riages were  performed.  The  number  of  fam.ilies  (two  or  more  persons 
related  by  marriage  or  blood)  was  3,850,  and  the  median  income  of  all 
these  families  was  $2,808.  Cf  the  county's  total  of  5,141  who  were 
■employed,  26.8  per  cent  were  engaged  in  agriculture  and  it). 2  per 
cent  in  manufacturing  (practically  all  of  which  is  done  in  Beards- 
town) .  There  were  5.041  dwelling  units,  and  3,781  of  tliese  were 
classified  as  non-farm  units,  the  median  value  of  which  was  given 
at  $3,819.  liore  than  95  per  cent  of  all  dwelling  units  in  the  county 
had  radios. 

When    the    U.S.    business    census   was    last    taken    in    1948,    Cass 


County  has  246  retail  stores  whose  total  sales  aFOunted  to  $13,  o">0,<ino. 
The  largest  group  in  this  category  were  food  stores,  which  nur-bered 
56  and  which  grossed  $3,715,000  in  sales.  The  second  largest  grouo 
were  eating  and  drinKing  places,  which  grossed  $1,4^4,000.  In  l:j47 
the  county  had  13  manufacturing  establishr,;ents,  which  produced  goods 
and  articles   in  the  amount  of   $2,824,000. 
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■f  the  county's  total  of  032  farir^s  (in  1350),  837  were  classi- 
fied as  comirercial  farms.  The  average  value  of  laud  and  buildings  per 
farm  for  all  farms  was  placed  at  $38,128.  In  1340,  the  value  of  all 
farm  products  sold  was  '$!),512,0W.  Expenditures  that  same  year  were 
$788,000  for  feed  for  livestock  and  poultry  and  $l!j6,000  for  hired 
labor.

AFE^ZVILLE 

At  the  southern  edge  of  Cass  County,  on  the  Chicago,  Burlington 
&  Quiacy  Railroad,  is  located  the  incorporated  village  of  Arenzville, 
with  a  por)ulation  of  513.  in  addition  to  a  number  of  retail  stores 
it  has  a  bank  and  branch  postoffice.  Although  James  Sirart  was  the 
first  settler  on  the  site  that  becaire  Arenzville,  having  arrived  ia 
1821,  the  village  was  not  olatted  until  1852,  its  founder  having 
Francis  Arenz.  He  was  a  native  of  Germany.  Arenzville  is  the  oaly 
coDimunity  in  Arenzville  Township,  which  has  a  total  population  of 
1,075. 
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One  of  the  founders  of  the  town  of  Ashland,  which  was  laid  out 
in  1857,  was  Richard  Yates,  who  afterwards  became  a  governorof 
Illinois,  Others  associated  with  him  in  the  project  were  James  L. 
Beggs,  Elirore  Crow  and  Mlliam  G.  Spears.  The  town  was  neuned  after 
"Ashland, "  attractive  Kentucky  estate  of  Henry  Clay,  the  American 
statesman.  Today,  Ashland  has  a  population  of  1,039.  It  is  located 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Cass  County  on  the  Baltimore  ".  Ohio  Rail- 
road and  on  State  125.  Ashland  is  the  largest  community  of  Ashland 
Township,    the   total  population  of  which  is   1,247, 
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CITY       of       BEARDSTOW^ 

Principal  city  of  Cass  County,  and  the  county's  oldest  corruu- 
ity,  is  Beardstown,  with  a  population  of  6,080..  As  the  story  of 
Beardstown  is  largely  the  story  of  Cass  County,  details  of  its  past 
history  iray  be  found  in  the  opening  narrative  of  this  book.  Ihe  city 
is  located  on  the  Illinois  Eiver  and  is  famous  for  its  annual  fish 
fry   and   for    its   early  associations  with   President  Abrahair   Lincoln. 

An  agricultural  as  well  as  industrial  center,  Beardstown  is  a 
railhead  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  i<ailroad  and  the  point  at  which 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  ''■  Quincy  Railroad  crosses  the  Illinois  i\iver. 
Through  it  pass  state  highways  100  and  125.  There  are  a  nmvber  of 
railroad  shops  here,  as  well  as  a  flour  and  feed  rill,  a  glove  fac- 
tory and  several  other  ipiscellaneous   industrial  plants. 

In  1948,  the  city  had  124  retail  stores  which  sold  goods  and 
materials  aironuting  to  5>&,  185,000.  llost  of  these  retail  establish- 
ir.ents  were  food  stores.  The  city  has  two  banks,  which  in  1948  had 
total  deposits  of  $7,400,000.  Only  newspaper  of  the  city  is  the 
Illinoian-Star,  with  a  daily  evening  circulation  of  2,7;i5.  Beards- 
town is  located  in  Beardstown  Township,  the  total  populationof 
which   is   P,725.

Bluff  Springs  was  platted 
in  1S71.  iNot  far  from  the  site  of  the  village  stood,  during  pioneer 
times,  the  old  Bluff  House  Inn,  which  catered  to  passing  stagecoach 
travelers.  Bluff  Springs  is  the  principal  community  of  Bluff  Springs 
Township,  with  a  total  population  of  707.

Points  of  Constitutional  Law. 


Congress  must   meet  at  least  once  a  year. 

Congress  may  admit  as  many  new  states  as 
desired. 

One  State  cannot  undo  the  act  of  another. 

By  the  Constitution  every  citizen  is  guaranteed 
a  speedy  trial  by  jury. 

Congress  cannot  pass  a  law  to  pcnish  for  a 
crime  already  cormnitted. 

A  person  who  commits  a  felony  in  one  State 
cannot  find  refuge  in  another. 

Treaties  with  foreign  powers  are  made  by  the 
President  and  ratified  by  the  Senate. 

The  territories  each  have  a  delegate  to  Congress 
who  is  allowed  the  privilege  of  debate,  but  not  the 
right  to  vote. 

The  Vice-President,  who  ex-officio  presides  over 
the  Senate  has  no  vote  in  that  body  except  in  case 
a  tie  ballot. 

If  the  President  holds  a  bill  loiiger  than  ten 
days  while  Congress  is  in  session  it  becomes  a 
law  without  his  signature. 

An  act  of  Congress  cannot  become  a  law  over 
the  President's  veto  except  on  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
both  houses. 

The  House  of  Representatives  may  impeach  the 
President  for  any  crime,  but  the  Senate  has  the 
sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
Statca  require  a  two-third  vote  of  each  House  of 
Congress,  and  must  be  ratified  by  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  States. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  must  be  at 
least  35  years  of  age;  a  Senator,  30;  a  Congress- 
man, 25;  The  President  must  have  been  a  resident 
of  the  United  States  fourteen  years. 

A  naturalized  citizen  is  not  eligible  to  the  ofiRce 
of  President  of  the  United  States.  A  male  child 
bom  in  a  foreign  land  to  American  parents  has  an 
equal  chance  to  become  the  President  with  one  bom 
on  American  soil. 

The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every 
State  a  Republican  form  of  government,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  them  against  invasion,  and  on  ap- 
plication of  the  Legislature  or  of  the  Executive 
(when  the  Legislature  cannot  be  convened), 
against  domestic  trouble.
